When adding ed, es, er, est, ly, ful to a word ending in 
y after a consonant — change y toi (happy — happier). 


Plurals 
Words ending in s, z, x, ch or sh — add es 
(church — churches). 


Some words ending in f — change f to v and add es 
(half — halves). 


Contractions 


An apostrophe (’) takes the place of the missing letters 
(I will — I’1)).
